When I was before the board last 


week they informed me thai there still 
remained $1000 that, under tho act of 
the last legislature authorizing them lo 
appropriate for that purpose, and a 
majority of tho board were willing and 
did on Monday last make said appropri- 
ation. Two of the members that voted 
for the appropriation have stated to me 
that they knew nothing of the order 
rescinding the action. 


It is a well known fact that, prior to 


moving the exhibit to Chicago to facili- 
tate matters and place funds for the im- 
mediate use of the co~inmission, the 
board did accept the bond of Messrs. 
Hughes and Wilson and transferred the 
money to the First National bank for 
their use. This action, as I understood 
it, left the commission to simply ratify 
tho action of the board and to audit ac- 
counts afterward presented lo it. G. A. 
Wilson, secretary of tho commission, 
was elected superintendent of the ex- 
hibit at Chicago, and Ihe members of 
the commission have since been so 
scattered that no meetings have been 
held, and I suppose Mr. Wilson has 
hardly expected lo be called upon :it, 
this time to render a statement of mon- 
eys expended.
